To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  Council  of  Wednesfield. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  Health  oi  the 
District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1957. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  shows  an  increase  on  last  year 
being  21.58  against  20.21  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  16.1 

The  Death  Rate  was  6.80  against  6.91  per  1,000  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  in  1956  which  appears  very  favourable  against  the  Rate  of 
England  and  Wales,  this  being  11.5. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  21.01  compared  with  25.13  in  1956 
and  35.62  in  1955.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was 
12  against  12  last  year  and  15  in  1955.  8  of  the  deaths  occurred 

under  4  weeks  of  age.  Congenital  malformation  accounted  for  5  of 
the  deaths.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  23.0  against  23.8  in  1956. 

No  maternal  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

Combined  with  my  report  is  that  of  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  thanks  to  all  who  have 
co-operated  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year.

Engineering  for  the  following  report  : — 

Source  of  supply.  River  Worthe  at  Cosford. 

Boreholes  at  Cosford,  Dimmingsdale,  Hilton  (Shropshire), 
Tettenhall,  Stableford,  Goldthorn  Hill — Goldthorn  Hill 
borehole  is  used  only  rarely  and  Stableford  was  not  taken 
into  service  until  February  this  year. 

Distributed  Water 

1.  The  water  supply  of  your  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  both 

quality  and  quantity. 

2.  There  were  1,760  samples  of  water  taken  respecting  all 
phases  of  supply  and  all  proved  satisfactory,  both  bacterio- 
logically  and  chemically. 

3.  There  is  no  evidence  of  plumbo-solvent  action  of  the  water. 

4.  There  has  been  no  known  contamination  of  the  distributed 
water.

Scarlet  Fever 

32  cases  were  notified  compared  with  30  in  1956.  No  death 
occurred. 

Diphtheria 

No  case  has  been  notified  for  7  years.  This  is  very  satisfactory 
and  no  doubt  due  to  the  large  percentage  of  children  immunised. 

Food  Poisoning 

5  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  arose  during  the  year. 

Enteric  Fever.  No  case  occurred. 

Measles 

612  cases  were  notified  against  33  in  1956.  No  death  occurred. 

Whooping  Cough 

48  cases  were  notified  against  100  in  1956.  No  death  occurred. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica.  No  case  occurred. 

Influenza  and  Pneumonia 

During  the  year  3  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  as  against 
4  in  1956  and  9  in  1955.  There  were  8  deaths  from  Influenza  and  9 
from  Pneumonia. 

Tuberculosis 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  on  the  register  235  persons 
suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  125  males  and  110  females, 
and  78  persons,  38  males  and  40  females,  suffering  other  forms  of 
Tuberculosis,  a  total  on  the  register  of  313.  From  the  following 
table  it  will  be  seen  that  no  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  one  death  occurred  from  other  forms  of 
Tuberculosis.  25  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year.  2  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 
9  of  the  Pulmonary  cases  were  admitted  to  Sanatoria.

OF  THE 

Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1957 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  activity 
of  the  Department  for  the  year  1957.  Activities  have  continued  in 
the  customary  tempo  of  the  Health  Department  and  every  effort 
has  been  made  to  keep  abreast  of  all  new  activity  against  introduced 
legislation  in  the  year.  Whilst  every  shop  has  been  visited  in 
connection  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  notices  served 
on  the  requirements  necessary,  no  stringent  action  is  being  under¬ 
taken  in  respect  to  those  properties  within  the  orbit  of  slum  clearance 
or  which  ultimately  may  be  demolished  for  other  reasons. 

Concurrently,  details  are  being  sifted,  enquiries  and  inspections 
being  undertaken  with  a  view  to  the  establishment  of  Smoke 
Control  Areas  and  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Three  such  areas  were 
almost  ready  for  submission  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  in¬ 
volving  a  total  of  557  acres. 

During  the  year  a  new  Pupil  was  appointed  to  the  Department 
who,  fortunately,  had  had  some  little  experience  elsewhere  before 
returning  to  his  home  town  of  Wednesfield.  Here,  I  would  comment 
upon  the  suggestion  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  Examination 
Board,  that  no  pupil  shall  be  permitted  to  be  appointed  to  any 
Authority  having  less  than  four  practising  qualified  Inspectors  on 
its  staff.  From  personal  experience  in  a  large  office,  a  pupil  may  be 
lost  among  the  staff  and  not  garner  of  the  benefit  available  to  him, 
and  is  thus  more  out  of  touch  with  the  chief  official.  I  hold  the 
view  that  in  a  small  office,  with  all  activity  undertaken  by  each 
Inspector,  there  is  better  opportunity  for  any  pupil  to  assimilate 
knowledge  respecting  the  profession,  than  the  following  of  his 
training  in  sectional  specialised  bites. 

Finally,  I  would  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and  its  members  for  their 
help  during  the  year,  also  to  my  colleagues  of  the  other  departments 
and  in  particular  to  the  members  of  my  staff  for  their  wonderful 
support  throughout  the  year  under  review.

Infectious  Diseases,  Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 

36  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  occurred  within  the  district 
during  1957  and  119  visits  were  made  in  this  connection,  appropriate 
disinfestation  being  carried  out  upon  removal  to  hospital  or 
termination  of  infective  period.  In  all,  81  sprayings  were  carried 
out  including  5  after  T.B.  removals,  20  for  woodworm,  21  for  ants, 
3  for  fleas  and  12  other  sprayings  and  10  for  crickets.  The  increase 
in  the  number  of  crickets  dealt  with  resulted  from  the  dismantling 
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of  spoilbanks  whilst  housing  development  was  taking  place  on  the 
Ashmore  Park  estate,  a  number  of  complaints  being  received  from 
adjacent  properties.  Active  consideration  was  being  given  at  the 
end  of  the  year  to  the  purchase  of  more  effective  means  of  control  as 
further  extensive  development  is  proposed  in  this  area. 


Poliomyelitis 

One  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  within  the  urban  district 
during  the  year.  The  doctor  first  saw  the  four-year  old  boy  in  a 
state  of  malaise  and  pains  in  the  head,  developing  a  mild  weakness 
in  the  trunk  and  one  leg.  Immediate  enquiries  revelaed  that  the 
boy  had  come  into  the  district  under  the  Council's  overspill  scheme 
from  a  neighbouring  authority  two  weeks  prior  to  his  illness,  so 
he  probably  had  the  disease  before  moving  into  the  urban  district. 

Primary  contacts  were  isolated  and  due  to  excellent  co¬ 
operation  in  the  neighbouring  Authority,  all  contacts  were  traced. 
No  further  case  arose,  the  child  fully  recovering  without  any  severe 
after-effects. 

If  prompt  notifications  of  suspicion  were  the  general  rule  in  this 
serious  disease,  we  should  see  an  immediate  effect  on  the  numbers 
and  spread  of  the  disease  ? 


Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Section  154 

One  rag  and  bone  merchant  was  interviewed  in  this  district, 
and  cautioned  for  exchanging  articles  with  children  under  14.  In 
this  case  the  offender  was  not  caught  a  second  time. 


Water  Sampling 

7  well  water,  2  ditch  water  and  I  mains  sample  were  taken 
during  the  year.  5  of  the  well  water  samples  were  returned 
bacteriologically  unsound,  but  demolition  orders  now  operate  on 
these  properties  in  the  Sandpit  area. 

The  mains  water  supply  sample  showed  evidence  of  contamina¬ 
tion  which  disappeared  on  flaming  off  the  tap  on  a  second  sample. 
The  supply  concerned  was  situated  in  a  local  factory  canteen  in 
which  alterations  have  now  taken  place.  The  ditch  water  samples 
were  taken  as  a  result  of  a  complaint  and  revealed  various  forms  of 
pollution,  which  results  were  being  given  active  consideration  and 
investigation  at  the  end  of  the  year.

A  further  sample  was  taken  on  the  9th  day  after  the  baby  had 
appeared  to  be  free  of  the  illness,  delay  of  14  days  on  return  of 
sample  occasioned  by  the  discovery  of  the  strain  of  Salmonella 
Enteriditis  v.  Danysz,  a  bacillus  associated  with  rat  poison  of  the 
anti-coagulant  type.  There  was,  however,  no  evidence  to  support 
any  rodent  control  activity  by  this  method  within  the  patient's 
house,  but  within  200  yards  an  extensive  block  treatment  has  been 
made.  The  tenant  had  a  cat  which  had  given  birth  over  this  period 
to  a  single  kitten — an  unusal  occurrence. 


It  was  decided  to  carry  out  saliva  and  rectal  swabs  from  the  cat. 
In  the  meantime,  some  three  weeks  after  the  initial  onset,  Baby 
suffered  a  relapse,  excessive  purging  and  vomitting  ensuing. 
Further  samples  were  taken  and  proved  negative. 

Finally,  the  swabs  from  the  cat  were  returned  negative,  the 
Baby's  condition  improving,  complete  recovery  after  five  weeks.

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Mobile  Vehicles 

Mobile  Vehicles  continue  to  be  a  pressing  problem  and  in 
October,  1957,  I  reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  on  the 
following  lines  : 

“With  the  extension  of  housing  in  the  Urban  District  of 
Wednesfield,  particularly  on  the  Ashmore  Park  Estate  area 
where  no  shopping  facilities  yet  exist,  mobile  traders  are  at  the 
moment  supplying  the  needs  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  area. 
This  is  a  welcome  service  and  is  indeed  appreciated  by  the 
inhabitants  at  large,  but  the  increasing  number  of  these 
itinerant  salesmen  is  becoming  a  cause  for  concern  for  the 
following  reasons  : 

i.  There  is  no  control  over  anyone  setting  up  in  business  in 
this  particular  line  in  the  Urban  District  of  Wednesfield. 

ii.  New  ones  continue  to  arrive,  making  Wednesfield  their 
“  happy  hunting  ground.” 

iii.  The  major  portion  of  these  traders  are  not  rate  payers 
within  the  Urban  District  of  Wednesfield. 

iv.  The  latent  goodwill  of  the  potential  shops  is  in  all  possibility 
being  harmed. 

In  respect  to  items  (i)  and  (ii)  above  I  would  advise  the 
Committee  that  County  Borough  and  Urban  District  Councils  have 
private  Acts  which  control  activity  of  itinerant  sales  in  every  respect 
and  so  far  as  the  County  Borough  is  concerned,  controls  very 
rigidly  the  number  of  operators. 

Item  (iii) — at  the  moment  there  are  22  or  23  itinerant  traders 
known  to  be  operating  in  the  Wednesfield  area,  21  as  food  salesmen 
and  in  addition  there  are  8  varying  ice-cream  salesmen  coming  to  this 
district.  Of  these  21  food  salesmen,  only  9  reside  within  the  urban 
district  of  Wednesfield.  The  remainder  come  into  the  area  from 
outside.  One  other  man,  I  understand,  has  ceased  to  operate. 
None  of  the  ice-cream  salesmen  has  any  base  in  the  urban  district 
of  Wednesfield,  though  some  of  their  products  are  sold  from  some 
shops.  In  addition  to  the  above,  two  Wednesfield  residents 
retail  fish,  and  one  further  resident  had  made  enquiry  with  the 
express  desire  of  commencing  to  retail  white  fish. 

The  itinerant  sales  are  becoming  rather  heav}^  and  at  1  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  begins  to  assume  serious  proportions.  I 
have  held  a  short  conversation  with  Mr.  Morley  Parry  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  as  to  the  possibility  of 
the  Minister  bringing  into  operation  Section  21  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  of  1955,  which  permits  of  the  registration  of  all  mobile 
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sales  as  a  general  measure  operative  over  the  whole  of  the  country, 
but  I  am  advised  that  for  varying  reasons,  including  pressure  of 
other  work,  the  matter  has  not  received  consideration  up  to  the 
moment. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  discussing  the 
matter  with  the  representative  of  the  Urban  District  Council's 
Association  at  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  Conference  at  East¬ 
bourne  observed  that  it  would  be  wise  to  forward  a  letter  to  the 
Urban  District  Councils’  Association  for  their  consideration  as  he 
realised  that  this  matter  would  affect  other  such  rapidly  developing 
areas,  such  as  Wednesfield,  and  he  agreed  too,  that  it  is  a  factor 
worthy  of  consideration  and  overtures  might  then  be  made  to  the 
Ministry  as  to  the  implementation  of  the  said  section. 

I  am  advised  that  some  method  of  control  might  be  adopted  by 
the  local  authority  if  it  were  to  consider  the  establishment  of  a 
Market  in  the  area  and  such  establishment  would  permit  of  the 
making  of  bye-laws  in  respect  to  the  control  of  the  Market  and  of  the 
trading  area  surrounding  same  that  could  be  included  for  control. 

I  would  be  grateful  therefore  if  you  could  give  consideration  to 
the  facts  as  outlined  and  would  appreciate  your  approval  of  an 
approach  being  made  through  the  Urban  District  Councils’ 
Association.’’ 


Meat  Inspection 

Continual  vigilance  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year 
in  respect  to  the  inspection  of  meat  and  I  am  happy  to  report  100% 
inspection  has  been  effected.  Three  slaughterhouses  are  licensed 
under  Section  57  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938  and  Section  4(2) 
of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act  of  1954,  two  of  which  are  more  regularly 
used  than  the  third,  this  latter  one  being  used  for  smalls  and 
casualties  only  at  the  present  moment,  being  in  an  area  likely  to  be 
rebuilt  in  the  future. 

The  following  tables  reveal  the  carcasses  handled  and  the 
diseases  discovered,  all  unfit  meat  being  removed  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  the  inspector  to  a  fertilizing  plant  associated  with 
the  abattoir  in  an  adjacent  County  Borough. 

In  view  of  the  extended  hours  of  slaughtering  often  undertaken 
under  these  circumstances,  one  looks  forward  with  some  speculation 
to  action  by  the  Government  in  respect  to  control  of  hours  of 
slaughter,  which  contemplated  action  is  being  freely  spoken  of.

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

This  year  has  brought  its  usual  crop  of  unfit  food  or  food  not 
^  i  the  nature,  or  substance,  or  quality  demanded.  The  discerning 
public  is  now  “food  conscious” — a  state  which  is  welcomed  by 
Public  Health  Inspectors  who  for  years  have  striven  to  gain  the 
public’s  confidence  in  an  all  out  effort  to  clean  up  our  food  and 
obtain  value  for  money. 

Early  in  the  year  a  distraught  tenant  surrendered  a  pig’s  liver 
which  on  inspection  proved  to  be  quite  sound,  except  for  the  fact 
that  she  had  asked  for  sheep’s  liver,  her  taste  savouring  of  the  more 
delicate  offal.  A  quiet  word  with  the  butcher  concerned  confirmed 
her  remarks,  the  butcher  having  mixed  his  trays  during  a  rush 
period,  full  restoration  leading  to  a  contented  housewife  and  a 
butcher  meaning  to  be  more  careful  next  time. 
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Following  close  on  this  incident,  during  a  visit  to  a  local  Club, 
a  well  known  brand  of  bottled  stout  was  observed  to  contain  an 
excessive  amount  of  sediment  in  the  bottom  of  the  bottle.  Analysis 
revealed  .25%  dead  yeast  cells,  due  no  doubt  to  bottling  from  a  vat 
nearly  empty.  This  proved  to  be  the  case  on  enquiry  at  the 
brewery,  several  crates  having  been  returned.  It  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  a  similar  complaint  has  not  again  arisen. 


Apples  imported  to  this  country  contained  14  p.p.m.  arsenic 
and  17  p.p.m.  lead,  led  to  a  hectic  5-hour  search  throughout  the 
district  during  a  day  in  April.  Many  cases  were  discovered  and 
impounded  pending  collection  by  wholesalers  but  a  few  were  sold 
from  mainly  mobile  vehicles  stalls.  No  untoward  incident  arose. 

A  well-known  brand  of  pork  pie  was  surrendered  to  the  office 
with  mould  growths  contained  under  the  crust.  Routine  enquiries 
revealed  the  cause  as  being  inefficient  rotational  sales  and  the 
retailer  was  cautioned. 


An  orange  drink  with  a  cap  wedged  in  the  liquid  was  delivered 
to  the  office  with  the  properly  placed  cap  still  intact.  This  is  the 
sort  of  co-operation  which  the  Public  Health  Inspector  appreciates 
as  all  too  often  the  article  complained  of  is  either  so  tampered  with 
as  to  be  unrecognisable  or,  as  in  a  more  recent  case,  the  foreign  body 
alone  is  brought  to  the  office  and  stated  as  being  found  in  the 
article  of  food.  Here  the  Public  Health  Inspector  can  do  little 
except  sympathise  with  the  person  afflicted. 


A  cereal  containing  brass  filings,  so  minute  as  to  demand 
analytical  inspection,  occasioned  concern  in  late  June.  Enquiries 
revealed  that  the  wheat  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the  article  must 
have  contained  the  filings,  which  were  even  missed  by  an  electronic 
detector  at  the  factory.  The  scrupulous  care  taken  by  this  factory 
to  prevent  such  an  occurrence,  left  us  with  the  knowledge  that 
further  incidents  of  this  nature  were  extremely  unlikely. 

In  the  three  latter  cases,  and  indeed  in  general,  my  practice 
is  to  visit  the  manufacturers  concerned  wherever  they  may  be  and 
so  obtain  first-hand  information  on  the  plant  and  efficiency  of 
production  and  one  can  immediately  decide  when  a  flagrant  dis¬ 
regard  has  occurred.  I  find  that  this  personal  contact  is  highly 
effective  and  leads  to  satisfactory  settlement  outside  the  law  court, 
my  Committee  being  inclined  towards  initial  warnings  in  these  cases 
but  are  strong  to  imply  that  one  warning  only  is  given  and  should 
a  second  case  occur  such  first  offence  shall  be  duly  regarded. 
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In  late  October  a  consignment  of  Crystal  Hen  Egg  Albumen 
was  discovered  to  be  affected  with  Salmonella  Typhimurium  in  a 
London  Warehouse,  several  having  been  despatched  to  Wednesfield 
Bakers.  The  Wednesfield  consignments  were  impounded  at  the 
retailers'  storehouse  and  samples  taken  of  Egg  Albumen  proved 
negative. 

An  occurrence  which  struck  at  the  Englishman's  staple  diet, 
fish  and  chips,  resulted  in  a  warning  to  a  mobile  fish  and  chip  saloon 
proprietor.  The  chips  were  surrendered  in  a  dirty  condition 
containing  more  grit  than  chips  it  seemed.  The  vendors  frying  vat 
was  inspected  and  his  fat  completely  destroyed  and  replenished, 
no  further  upset  arose. 


'  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders 

Correspondence  was  continued  from  the  previous  year  in 
regard  to  the  empty  bottles  and  loose  crates  being  deposited  and  left 
in  various  parts  of  the  district.  This,  I  learn,  was  thoroughly 
discussed  at  one  of  the  Association  area  meetings,  resulting  in  a  very 
high  standard  of  co-operation.  The  Dairies  co-operated  to  this 
extent  :  that  if  temporary  deposits  of  crates  and  empty  bottles  is 
necessary  by  day  during  the  roundsman's  activity,  none  shall 
remain  overnight  at  any  point.  This  agreement  has  been  held  to 
fairly  well  throughout  the  year,  breaking  down  only  on  the  local 
roundsman  being  new  to  the  job  or  acting  as  substitute  during  the 
holiday  periods. 


Mortuary 

During  the  year  a  total  of  20  bodies  have  been  admitted  to  the 
Council’s  Mortuary  and  post  mortem  results  revealed  the  following

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Housing  of  Coloured  Workers 

As  a  result  of  a  snap  survey,  it  was  calculated  that  there  are 
roughly  3  per  1,000  coloured  workers  of  the  population  of  Wednes- 
field.  This  was  ascertained  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  it  is 
possible  that  such  figures  may  have  increased  over  the  year  as  more 
Commonwealth  peoples  have  come  into  the  area  to  live.  It  is  again 
possible  that  such  is  not  the  case  by  virtue  of  the  great  influx  of 
people  from  the  Wolverhampton  area  within  the  orbit  of  the 
housing  overspill  scheme  as  undertaken  by  the  Authority,  it  being 
estimated  that  towards  3,000  people  have  come  into  the  area 
during  the  calendar  year. 

Little  difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  the  coloured  people 
except  for  minor  complaints  of  varying  habits  to  which  neighbours 
fairly  soon  get  accustomed  and  odd  cases  where  an  approach  by  the 
Department  has  brought  about  alleviation  of  the  difficulty  arising, 
such  workers  being  educated  in  the  use  of  a  dustbin.  Once  under¬ 
standing  its  purpose,  they  create  little  further  difficulty. 

The  Authority  has  maintained  its  contact  with  the  West 
Midlands  Commonwealth  Welfare  Council,  although  not  yet  a  fully 
subscribing  member.  Discussions  undertaken  at  these  meetings 
have,  however,  proved  of  value  there  now  being  also  a  permanent 
liaison  officer  appointed  and  employed  by  the  Committee,  from 
whom  the  Commonwealth  workers  might  obtain  advice. 

Smoke  Abatement 

The  impact  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1956  begins  to  take  effect 
and  many  of  the  public  are  now  becoming  ”  clean  air  conscious.” 
This  is  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  effects  of  adequate  publicity 
and  the  well  organised  West  Midlands  Clean  Air  Campaign  which 
was  held  in  the  West  Midlands  area  generally  over  the  winter 
months.  The  fact  of  legislation,  which  embraces  the  householder, 
does  cause  more  discussion  to  be  undertaken  in  the  groups  of  people 
that  gather  for  varying  reasons,  but  who  drift  in  their  discussions 
to  the  problems  which  affect  them  in  their  own  home. 

It  will  again  be  seen  from  the  following  graphs  that  the 
intensity  of  pollution  in  Wednesfield  is  markedly  reduced  during  the 
summer  months  and  problems  of  industrial  emissions,  while 
occupying  considerable  thought,  are  not  the  sole  cause  of  the 
smoke  problem  which  many  people  have  felt  it  to  be  in  the  years  that 
have  passed. 

The  problem  still  exists  in  the  district  respecting  the  control  of 
ferric  oxide  fumes  from  a  Bessemer  converter  plant  and  steelworks 
and  despite  suggestions  contained  within  the  Clean  Air  Act,  such 
duties  being  transferred  to  the  Alkali  Inspectorate,  investigation  and 
enquiry  with  regard  to  possible  alleviation  was  continued. 
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In  the  first  month  of  the  year  a  deputation  from  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  visited  Wednesfield  to  advise  in 
respect  of  the  matter  and  its  relation  to  present  legislation  and  it 
is  regretted  that  little  came  out  of  the  discussions.  In  April  I  did, 
however,  through  the  courtesy  of  my  colleague  at  Coventry  visit 
the  works  in  his  area  who  were  installing  fume  scrubbing  process. 
Although  the  plant  had  not  been  completed  at  that  time  it  was 
effective  in  its  control  of  the  ferric  oxide  emission  and  I  have  high 
hopes  that  on  the  completion  and  subject  to  a  fair  run,  this  particu¬ 
lar  plant  can  be  adapted  to  the  problem  in  Wednesfield.  A  further 
visit  to  the  plant  was  to  be  arranged  but  had  not  taken  place  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  too,  active  consideration  was  proceeding 
towards  the  creation  of  smoke  control  areas  and  the  report  in  this 
particular  section  might  be  concluded  with  the  words — “  to  be 
continued/'  the  story  of  such  development  of  smoke  control  areas 
being  part  of  the  future  year's  programme  and  report.

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

One  premise  remains  licensed  in  this  connection,  conditions 
being  maintained  very  satisfactorily. 

Registration  of  Old  Metal  Dealers.  Public  Health  Amendments  Act, 

1907— Section  86 

Five  dealers  are  registered  under  this  section  and  operate  in  the 
district,  surveillance  having  been  maintained  throughout  the  year, 
in  full  co-operation  with  the  local  Police  Inspector. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Section  269.  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  and 
Caravans 

The  Council’s  caravan  site  on  Ashmore  Park  was  well  main¬ 
tained  at  the  closing  part  of  its  life  in  the  area.  Town  Planning 
permission  expired  at  the  end  of  1956  for  the  use  of  this  ground  and 
notices  were  served  for  the  removal  of  caravans  then  sited  thereon, 
as  the  area  was  then  required  for  housing  development.  During 
the  course  of  the  year  no  new  licences  were  granted  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  the  remaining  van  had  been  removed.  Some  difficulty 
was  experienced  during  the  year  in  two  instances  by  people  moving 
caravans  on  to  unlicensed  land.  One  obtained  temporary  Town 
Planning  permission  until  December,  1958.  The  other  a  forerunner 
of  a  Circus,  was  granted  three  months  and  removed  in  good  order  at 
the  end  of  that  time.  The  other  van  has  been  maintained  quite 
satisfactorily,  no  nuisance  arising. 

Gypsies 

Gypsies  have  made  their  periodic  excursion  into  the  Urban 
District  of  Wednesfield,  but  invariably  have  been  moved  on  quite 
amicably,  there  being  no  untoward  incident  or  difficulty  arising 
during  the  year. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

Activity  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  an 
increase  of  infestations  has  been  discovered  with  the  building  of  new 
housing  estates,  it  having  been  found  that  rats  do  in  fact  get  into 
the  cavity  of  the  buildings,  being  sealed  therein  where  the  doorstep 
is  finally  made  good  and  having  completed  their  store  of  food  often 
obtained  from  scraps  left  about  by  the  building  workers,  find  an 
access  into  the  roof  space  or  the  pantry  through  the  plaster-mesh 
air  vent  and  disturb  tenants  occupying  the  building.  Effective 
treatment,  however,  has  been  carried  out  in  each  instance  and  after 
a  while  no  further  complaint  arises  from  the  individual  premises 
treated. 
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Contact  was  made  with  the  building  firms  in  respect  to  the 
activity  of  their  workmen  and  an  effective  liaison  has  been  main¬ 
tained  which  has  offset  in  a  fair  proportion  the  increasing  complaints 
of  this  nature. 

One  annual  contract  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year, 
one  contract  with  respect  to  the  War  Department  property  being 
terminated.  Surveillance  will  be  maintained  and  contact  made 
with  the  appropriate  authorities  as  occasion  demands. 

A  full-scale  effective  treatment  was  made  along  our  local  Canal, 
after  complaint,  <<Cymag>’  Poisoning  on  the  banks  and  Warfarin 
surface  baiting  eliminating  the  offenders. 

Good  co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  occupiers  of 
business  premises  who  have  been  happy  to  meet  the  cost  of 
eradicating  their  premises  of  rodents,  and  also  to  carry  out  proofing 
where  the  occasion  demands.

Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations,  1954 

8  licensed  slaughtermen  renewals  were  approved  in  the  district. 
In  each  case  a  copy  of  the  above  regulations  was  enclosed.  None 
are  licensed  to  slaughter  horses. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

206  shops  are  on  the  register  of  the  Urban  District,  all  being 
satisfactorily  maintained  against  the  requirements  of  the  Shops 
Act.  146  are  food  shops,  the  remaining  60  being  divided  as  follows  :

Certain  of  the  above  combine  trades  under  one  roof.  All  were 
conducted  satisfactorily  under  the  Shops  Act  legislation. 

Observations  have  been  maintained  in  respect  to  closing  hours 
and  to  Sunday  trading.  In  the  main,  the  closing  hours  and  Sunday 
trading  restrictions  are  being  observed.  It  was,  however,  necessary 
to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee  the  activity  of  mobile  traders 
selling  after  hours  and  in  each  case  a  warning  letter  was  sent  which 
had  a  solutary  effect,  such  warning  letters  being  in  fact  the  second 
warning  received  by  the  traders  concerned,  one  warning  having 
been  given  by  the  department  on  the  previous  occasion,  Should 
prosecution,  therefore,  be  undertaken  it  means  that  it  is  the  third 
offence  against  the  Act  and  in  the  case  of  such  repeated  contraven¬ 
tion  the  Committee  are  resolved  to  prosecute. 
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Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954 

Two  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  granted  during  the  year  and 
3  applications  for  Revocation  of  Certificate  of  Disrepair  approved. 
Two  remained  outstanding  when  the  new  Rent  Act  came  into  force. 


Rent  Act,  1957 

This  complicated  piece  of  Government  legislation  descended 
upon  us  in  July  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  one  could  look  back  and 
state  without  doubt  that  its  impact  was  felt  on  a  nationwide  basis. 
In  many  cases  tenants  approach  on  Form  ‘G’  brought  an  immediate 
response  from  the  landlord  and  repairs  were  carried  out.  The 
number  of  complaints  to  the  Department  dropped  appreciably 
between  July  and  October,  but  then,  with  Form  ‘G’  applications 
going  unanswered  by  the  landlord,  the  Local  Authority  were  called 
into  arbitrate. 

As  far  as  this  Urban  District  is  concerned  31  Form  T  applica¬ 
tions  were  received,  26  being  granted,  5  being  refused.  15  landlords 
undertakings  on  Form  ‘K’  were  accepted  by  the  Local  Authority 
and  in  1 1  cases  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  granted. 

Difficulty  arose  mainly  by  reason  of  tenants  filling  in  Form  ‘G’ 
wrongly,  i.e.  failure  to  give  their  own  addresses  on  the  form,  loose 
descriptions  of  defects,  or  failure  on  the  part  of  the  tenant  to  fully 
appreciate  the  phrase  “having  due  regard  to  the  age,  character  and 
locality." 

At  the  year  end  this  Authority  had  had  no  objections  to  their 
ruling,  the  personal  touch  prevailing  over  adversity  in  cases  where 
bitterness  crept  in  between  landlord  and  tenant.  One  looks  with 
some  trepidation  at  1958  when  many  landlords’  undertakings  will 
be  expiring.  .... 


Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Section  47 

During  the  year  39  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  the 
orthodox  water  carriage  system,  19  of  them  as  a  result  of  improve¬ 
ment  grants  and  bathroom  conversions  and  20  without  cost  to  the 
Council. 

There  are  still  some  250  waste  water,  chemical  and  bucket 
closets  remaining  in  the  district  and  it  is  pleasing  to  see  that  the 
scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Sewage  Outfall  Works  is 
rapidly  nearing  completion  and  one  feels  that  1958  will  see  an 
all-out  effort  to  wipe  out  these  undesirable,  out-of-date  conveniences. 
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Population 

Rough  figures  and  estimates  are  maintained  in  regard  to  the 
estimated  population  of  the  district  incorporating  the  influx 
population  as  a  result  of  Overspill  Building  Scheme,  and  agreement 
with  the  County  Council  and  the  County  Borough  of  Wolverhamp¬ 
ton.  I  estimate  the  population  of  the  district  at  the  year  end  to  be 
26,823.
